J. M. Ainsa, brother-in-law of Hon. 

Henry A. Crabb. 

J. M. Ainsa, who was taken prisoner at 
the time of the massacre at Dunbar’s 
store, in the Gadsden I'urchace, April 
ldth, is57, wiiere four sick Americans, 
belonging to Ckabh's party, were inhu¬ 
manly butchered, recently arrived in San 
Francisco; he having been released from 
the severe barbarian Mexican authorities, 
through the intervention of our Govern¬ 
ment. Mr.-s.ki as a has made a statement 
regarding his capture and imprisonment, 
of which the following is a portion taken 
from the Alta California. 

I left this State for Sonora, Mexico,in the 
month of March, 1S56, with the object of 
visiting my relatives. In my journeying 
i passed through various towns in Sonora 
and remained in the city of Ilerinosilla un¬ 
til the beginning of January, 1857. At 
this date i received a letter from Messrs. 
Dunbar .v Belknap, inviting me to take 
charge of their mercantile establishment 
at a place called Buena Yist.i, in the Gads¬ 
den Purchase, which place is two or three 
miles distant from a Mexican village called ! 
Sonoita. At the same time I received a 
letter from my father, ordering me to ac¬ 
cept the invitation. Thereupon I done J 
so, and started from Ilermosillo, ai riving ' 
at Dunbar's store about tiie end ot the 
said month, and took the charge and ; 
management of their business. Then 1 \ 
became acquainted with the facts that the 
firm had been doing business for some 
length of time, and had I .ever been disturb¬ 
ed by the authorities or the Custom 
House officials, except on one occasion, 
which was when the State government 
sent a commissioner to investigate whether 
Dunbar's store was situated on American 
or Mexican soil. The Commission having 
ascertained that it was located in Ameri¬ 
can territory, they never molested the 
place thereafter. 1 attended to the fiusi 
ness of the house unmolested until 1 was 
taken prisoner. 

In March 1857, I learned through trav¬ 
elers from Fort Yuma, that a party of 
Americans, headed by my brother in law, 
Henry A. Crabb, was corning from Cali¬ 
fornia itli the inti ntion < f si tiling in So¬ 
nora. About five days alter I heard this, 
Mr. Wood and nineteen men arrived at 
my place at midnight. They awoke lir¬ 
as they were in need of provisions and j 
shelter. I provided for their wants. On i 
tiie next day Mr. Crabb arrived with the 
rest of the party, lie remained at my - 
place some five or six days, and, during | 
tliis time, all that I could not sell or l’ur- { 
nisli him, h- 1 purchased from the people of j 
the village if S >i lita, ai i pai : cash f >r 
all. At this time 1 had a conversation 
with him concerning his intentions, anil 
he told me, and assured me, that himself 
and men were an emigrant party, from j 
California proceeding to Sonora to settle 
and make their homos there, in conformi- 
tv with the Mi \i an la as of colonization, ; 
and particularly by the invitation made i 
him bv men actually in po» <-r and gov- j 
erning tin- said State. Before his drpar- I 
ture for Sonora, an Indian arriv. d and 
stated that they were making preparations j 
to attack him in Altar. Mr. Crabb wrote j 
a letter to the Prefect of that place, Sr. j 
Redondo, protesting against such proceed- . 
ings. 

As I said before, Mr. Crabb, after step¬ 
ping at my place live or six days, started 
for Sonora. Two days afterwards, Mr. 
McConn followed him with part of the 
company. Mr. McKonney remained with 
17 men awaiting the arrival nf four men, | 
of whom three were very siek, and one; 
was attending them. When Mr. McKen 
ney started, he left the said four men at 
the village of S in 1a ao-l recommended 
them to my care. About four or six days 
afterwards, 1 had them removed to my 
place of business at Dunbar's store, it be¬ 
ing American territory, for their safety; 
for 1 never thought they would attempt to , 
cross the line, which was so well d-line 1. 
After all tliis, rumors reached me by 
friendly Indians, that Mr. Crabb's party 
had been captured and they had s--nt a 
di taolmient of soldiers to capture me and 
my four sick companions but I discrcrdit- ; 
cu the rumors. 

On the night of the Hlth of April, we, 
had all retired to nur beds ami were sleep¬ 
ing, when I w s awakened by a noise out¬ 
side of the bouse. I left my lied and 
went to the door, when I saw a group of 
armed soldiers. 1 questioned them what 
they wanted, when a voice answered me, 

“ Vi e ask your surrender, in the name of 
the Mi \b an Nation!" 1 told them they 
were committing a crime against the laws | 
of nations, that Were in 1 riled States 
territory. They rejoined that they did j 
nut care a d n for such ten itorvjy ue no \ 
bs importuha tin il—n). In the mean-J 
time, the force, which was composed of 
bo men, had quite surrounded the house. 
Having, for tile second time, been com¬ 
manded to surrender myself, and not corn 
plying, I heard another give tiie com¬ 
mand to “ fire”—but at tliis moment, a 
sergeant come forward and spoke loudly to 
the soldiers to “ stop,” “ don t lire." I 
was all this time with pistol coeked in 
hand. 'Tiie sergent approached me, and I 
asked mi- to surrender, as it. would be no 
use to defend myself I told him 1 would i 
do it, if they would promise to respect i 
my companions and the house, and re- \ 
quested of him to speak with the principal ( 
ollicer, who came forward with a pistol in ! 
one hand and a sword in the other, and 
with a trembling voice uttered : “ In the 
name of the Mexican nation bo my pi is- . 
oner V” I observed again that I was in ’ 
American territory, but lie rejoined: “i 
am commanded and have to obey,” Then 
I tried my last etlbrt. I told him I would 
surrender on one condition, that you shall 
respect my companions and the house: 
but if not, we are ail armed, wc shall die, j 
but many of you shall die also. The o(li- j 
cer promised that he would respect them. 


To tliis my companions agreed, provided 

they would imt be disarmed or mole-P 1, 
which was also promised. 1 then came 
out from behind my pa rap t and gave up 
my pistol, rifle and knife, and was tak, n 
prisoner. The entire force marched with 
me, and at a short distance from tin- lions-- 
a dispute sprung up between tin- three ofli- 
c -rs v\ ho commanded, about atiaeking tin- 
house and killing tit ■ Americans. 

W lien I heard this, and that they were 
going to act so treacherously and coward¬ 
ly, I protested again, before all of them : 
hut. tiie majority o' them were bent on 
murdering tiie men and robbing the house 
They put me in charge of a guard of an 
officer and six men, and thou went back 
and attacked ttie house, took the four 
Americans out, and murdered them most 
brutally and inhumanly. I hey were shot 
and bavonetted. All tliis I could see my¬ 
self, witli my own eyes, as we wore but 
a short distance from them. In tin- mean¬ 
time, as they wore engaged in sacking 
and robbing tiie li- use, 1 saw them quarn 1 
and fight amongst themselves for posses¬ 
sion of the most valuable articles taken 
from the store. Tlu-y took with them all 
they could carry. They also took from 
us all our money and all our mules and 
horses, and loaded them with the spoils, 
leaving what they could for the In¬ 
dians. 

Tiie bodies of tiie unfortunat • \nu-ri- 
cans were left scattered and unlmried on 
the ground. The names of these men 

are:

Torn I.ong, all of Tuolumne county, 
California. 

On the way to Caborca 1 learned that 

all the outrages had been ordered hv Ga- 
hiiondo. Tin- fiiree that committed these 
outrages number d 55 men. Tiie istofii- 
cer, the Rh-utenant, was Venturo Arviso; 
•Jnd I.t. M.lo — - ; "Jnd Sergeants, Pedro 
Paco and (’abarajal. Arviso was tin¬ 
man who promised to respect the four 
Americans, and afterwards helped to mur¬ 
der them, as well as being tiie one who 
gave the order to fire on the house, which 
was countermanded by Scrgt. Carabaja!. 

A Poisoned Valley. 

A singular discovery has lately been 
ma le near Batten, in Java, of a poisoned 
valley. Mr. \! x-iudcr l.oudcn visited it 
last July, ami wc extract a para-r.iph 
from a communication in the subject ad¬ 
dressed by him to the Royal Geographi¬ 
cal Society ;

Tiie bottom of it appeared to be fiat, 
without any vegetation, and a f ew bu r 
stones seattere I here an 1 there. SU ! - 
tons of human beings, tigers, b -ar.-, deer, 
and *1! sorts of birds and wild animals lay- 
in profusion. The ground on which they 
lay at the bottom of tiie valley appeared 
to tie a hard sandy suhsiance, and no va¬ 
por was periu iwd. 1 be si les were cov¬ 
ered with vegetation. 

It was proposed to enter it, and each of 
tiie party having lit a cigar, managed to 
get within twenty feet of the bottom, 
where a sickening, nan-- .ms stncli was ex¬ 
perienced without any difficulty of break¬ 
ing. A dog was now fastened to the end 
of a bamboo and thrust to the bottom of 
the valley, while sumo of the party with 
their watches in their hands observed tin- 
effect. 

At the ( xpiration of fourteen seconds he 
fell off his legs, without moving or looking 
around, ami continued alive only eighteen 
minutes. The other dog now left the 
company and went to his companion.— 
On reaching him h--was observed to stand 
quite motionless and at the end of ten 
seconds lie fell down; he never moved his 
limbs aft r, and lived only seven minutes. 

A fowl was thrown in and died in a min¬ 
ute and a quarter; and another, which 
was thrown in ah . r, died in tile spae of a 
minute and a half. 

A heavy -bow r of rain fell during the 
time that those experiments were going 
forward, which, from the interesting na¬ 
ture of the experiment, was quite disre¬ 
garded. Oil the opposite side of the val¬ 
ley to that whi -h was visited lay a human 
skeleton. The head was resting on the 
right arm. The efTedt of the wcatlu-r had 
bleached tiie bones as w ite as ivory.— 
This was probably the remains of some 
wretched r. bi-1, hunted toward the valley, 
who had taken shelter there unconscious 
of its character.
